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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The phrases "the arch portion clip" and 
"the heel portion clip", as set forth in claim 1, lack antecedent basis. Claims 7 and 
9 are merely functional and do not further limit and claimed element. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Treadwell. Treadwell shows a first strap 50, second strap 52 and clips 62,66. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Treadwell. The examiner takes official notice that the claimed clip with male 
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and female portions are conventional clips which facilitates releasable connection, 
and to provide the claimed conventional clips to Treadwell, in lieu of his, to 
facilitate releasable connections would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art in view of the conventional clips. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a foot strap, classified in class 36, subclass 125. 

II. Claims 13-17, drawn to a method of ensuring safety on a tree stand, 
classified in class 182, subclass 136. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process such as a harness for a 
snow shoe. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with attorney Thompson on 2.2.05 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group 
I, claims 1-12. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying 
to this Office action. Claims 13-17 have been withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention.
